Brooklyn, all Demoorats. By the 
decision they lose their places and 
will bez, supplanted by iy hg 
Dennis Clande and James D. Feld- 
niyer in Annapolis and Frank A. Wol- 

tram in Brooklyn, ‘In point of service 
Justice Davis outranke hia’ associates 
ia Anne Arundel. 

The decision affects thosd justices of 
the peace in other counties whose bao- 
cessors, appointed by Governor Golds. 
borough, were mot confirmed. - Bever- 
al Demootratio justices of the peace in 
Wicomloo, Worcester, Dorchester and 
ig other counties must give way to 
their Repubiíoan spccessors. 

Tne legal phase of the failure to 
confirm turned on the question wheth. 
er the terms of the jastioes of the 
peace are for two years and no longer 
or whether they aball serve until their 
@ncosteore shall have qualified, The 


Vacancies are thue 
created in all “the offices of the Jas- 
tioes of the Peace who were not reap- 
poluted or whose euaessors were not 
confirmed by thé Benate. Ib is gener - 
ally, assumed that Governor Golds- 
borough will appoint these Justices 
whose names he sent to the Senate. 
Attorney General Kdgar Allen Poe 
contended that the Justices serve un. 
til their suoceseors qualified, ‘Senator 
Raynor, when Attorney General, took 
the opposite view. 

"Judge Pattison, in hia decision, 
says: 

“*Seotion 13 of Article 3 of the 
Constitution, under whioh the ques- 
tion presented arises, as we have said, 
provides that the term of the offices 
therein mentioned, to whioh the same 
is applicable, shall commence at the 
time therein stated and continue for 
two yearse—unleas removed from office 
- and until their euocemors, respec- 
tively, qualify according to law, ux- 
oept in cases otherwise provided for in 
the Coustitation. Therefore, to me 
this section, in respect to the extent 
of term to Juaticos of tne Peaoe, or, 
1n fact, to any other office, it must be 
shown that no provision has been 
made elsewhere in the Constitution 
for suoh term of office, Thale cannot 
be sald of the tena of office of Jne- 
tices of the Peace, when by Section 4 
in Article 2, it is expressly provided 
Justices of the Pence shall hold their 
offive not longer than two yeras,
